'ARREST MADE; DRUGS WORTH $1,500 


Large Seizure of Dope 
Made by RCMP Here 


Largest dope seizure recorded in 
Edmonton in more than a decade 
was made Wednesday when RC- 
MP cracked down to net close to 
$1,500 worth of black market mor- 


phine sulphate, 

Officials arrested Ronald Stan- 
ley, Forest Heights, on a charge 
of illegal possession, 


The arrest followed several 
days’ investigation by police. Wed- 
nesday afternoon they followed 
Stanley to his home and waited 
for him to emerge when they 
arrested him. 

Police said they found 67 grains 
of drug, each grain of which 
would sell for $20 and more on 
black market, 


Arraigned in police court 
Thursday, Stanley was remanded 
without plea until March 25, with 
bail set at $5,000. 

Nelles Buchanan, prosecutor, 
told court it was the largest 
seizure he remembered. Officers 
of RCMP said they had no record 
of a larger seizure in the past ten 
years. 


Eleven Russians 
Held in France 


PARIS, March 18. — (BUP) — 
Eleven Russians were held today 
by French security police on 
charges of secretly reorganizing the 
banned Union of Soviet Patriots in 
France, 

Russians were arrested last night 
in a security police raid on the 
apartment of Dmitri Odinetz, for- 
mer head of the patriot group and 
editor in chief of the Soviet Patriot, 
which had been published here. 

Odinetz was one of the prisoners. 

Police in January banned the 
Soviet patriot newspaper, and 
under instructions from the interior 
ministry ordered the dissolution of 
the Union of Soviet Patriots. 


Roof and Floor 
Collapse, Girl 
Killed, 100 Hurt 


CHICAGO, March 18—(AP)— 
A 16-year-old girl was killed and 
an estimated 100 persons were in- 
jured last night when a roof and 
floor collapsed at a North Side 
St. Patrick’s Day dance. 

Kathleen Chambers of Chicago 
was pinned beneath debris, Fire- 
men worked with hacksaws to re- 
move her body. 

Illinois Masonic hospital reported 
about 50 of the injured were taken 
there and that the condition of 10 
of them ranged from serious to 
critical. 

Police Chief Ray Crane said ap- 
proximately 100 celebrants were 
injured, but added that most were 
given first-aid treatment at the 
scene or at nearby hospitals and 
sent home.

injured today when he and

Taylor, chief United States

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Auditorium Plans Still Vague 


Some useful facts were elicited at the 
special meeting of the city council on Tues- 
day to discuss plans for a civic auditorium, 
but the proposals are still too vague and

The burgesses, for instance, will never 
support a project whose date of start and 
completion is left unnamed. Even if the 
project cannot be commenced for another 
two years, some definite starting date 
should be fixed.

There seems, too, to be some division of 
upon whether the auditorium 
should be erected in conjunction with an 
arts centre or whether it should be a sep- 
arate and distinct project. Before submit- 
ting a bylaw, the committee of council 
dealing with the matter should seek to iron 
out this difference and find a solution ac- 
ceptable to both points of view.

Labor, for instance, regards the 
proposed size to accommodate between 
2,500 and 3,000 people as inadequate. There 
is a good deal of justification for that view.

I have recently pointed out as 
an example of the proper func- 
tion of a government and of an 
opposition the incident of the 
five per cent mark-up regulation. 
I pointed out that there was a 
law or a regulation which requir- 
ed a certain mark-up on certain 
prices; that the law was rigidly 
enforced by the government 
agencies whose responsibility it 
was to enforce the regulation; 
that the opposition in its proper 
function of hunting out ineffici- 
encies in the government's ad- 
ministration had discovered that 
this law acted to the disadvantage 
of the public; that the matter was 
brought to the attention of the 
government as an unwise regula- 
tion; and that the government had 
considered the matter impartial- 
ly and had decided to change the 
law. 

Note what happened in this 
case, There was a law; it was 
rigidly enforced; it was thought 
to be unwise; it was changed, But 
our attorney-general does not be- 
lieve in this sequence of events. 
He believes that, if it is his opin- 
ion, and the opinion of certain 
“prominent citizens” that a law 
is unwise, then he simply won't 
bother prosecuting those who 
break the law. 

It is @ot the attorney-general's 
position to decide if laws are 
Wise or unwise, It is his position 
to see that all laws are upheld. 
If he thinks a law is unwise it is 
his duty to bring the matter ‘to 
the attention of the legislators 
of the province, Until such a time 
as it is changed, however, it is 
his duty to uphold that law, If 
one law is broken all law suffers. 
If Mr. Maynard refuses to prose- 
cute those who break one law, 
he has no right to prosecute 
those who break another law. If 
he will not arrest the gambler 
he has no right to arrest the rob- 
ber, the murderer or anyone 
else. Unle. I misunderstand Brit- 
tish justice there is not supposed 
to be One law for the socially 
“prominent citizen” and another 
for the unsocially “prominent 
citizen.”

President Truman, in his speech 
to congress, obviously was try- 
ing to find a decisive way of 
locking the door against the Com- 
munists in Italy, France and the 
rest of still-free Europe. His 
proposals certainly will be de- 
bated widely, for he can offer no 
cheap key. But how could he? 

In ‘moving the hammer and 
sickle through capital after cap- 
ital in their swing to the west, 
the Communists have played a 
shrewd game, 

They star at dressing them- 
selves in democratic clothes. 
When they get enough power, 
they end the play-acting and roll 
down the iron curtain, The dem- 
ocracies have not been able to 
stop them in this role. 

But it is evident that the west 
now must find some way of pre- 
venting encores in Italy, France 
and elsewhere, 

Against this background, one 
pert of the presidents apeech 


may be worth studying. He said: 

“While economic recovery in 
Europe is essential, measures for 
economic rehabilitation alone are 
mot enough, The free nations of 
Europe realize that economic re- 
covery, if it is to succeed, must 
be afforded some measure of 
protection against internal and 
external aggression.” 

Since the Communists have 
proved so adept at using democ- 
racy for their own ends, can it 
be that weapon will be taken 
from them? Outlawing the Com- 
munists would mean they would 
be unable to take power in the 
ways they have perfected, Js this 
the form the “protection” is to 
take?

One of the joys of this job 
is tapping a vein of public 
opinion and finding high-grade 
ore, This is just a fancy way 


of saying that sometimes a 
thought or an idea almost a 
blind shot in the dark, will 


prove to be one seldom express- 
ed but shared by a great many 
other people, 

A week or so ago this space 


was devoted to an eSsay on 
‘The New Realism”’— the easy 
contemplation of World War 


Three without the knowledge of 
war in terms of human lives and 
suffering, I suggested that the 
true realism is the full realization 
of that horror, 

Nothing in this pillar so far 
has produced such an _  over- 
whelming response, On my desk 
now are page after page of evi- 
dence that this is an opinion 
strongly held by a solid bloc 
of citizens, The space today will 
be devoted to these reassuring 
sentiments. 

Will Campbell, who enlisted in 
the Army when he wag 18, was 
wounded in the battle of the 
Scheldt and returned to his unit 
for the drive across the Rhine, 
is one of the writers. ‘ 

“You are wondering what the 
veterans are thinking; those 
young men who came out of the 
war with a thirst for peace, 
sickened by death and destruc- 
tion; young men with high ideals 
and high hopes for a_ lasting 
peace in a ‘free, new world’,” 
Campbell writes 

“Well, the story of the post- 
war years jis one of promises 
betrayed and vows broken, It 
has been a constant struggle for 
veterans’ grants, pensions, jobs, 
homes, Many of us now feel that 
the people who stand between us 
and jobs and homes are the same 
people who stand between us and 
peace. I think that the twin evils 
of unemployment and war stem 
from the same source, The vet- 
erans must locate this source and 
launch an offensive against it.” 


Veteran’s View 
Peace Prospects 


Mrs. Denise Valliamy, a house- 
wife with two children, whose 
brother was killed in the service 
before he was 21, writes: 

“I believe if we could all fol- 
low the principles of Christian- 
ity (no easy job) with as much 
enthusiasm as we do the war- 
mongers, there would be no need 
to worry.” 

J. Arthur McCannel says that 
the idealism and determination 
I saw in servicemen in discus- 
sion groups in England “are still 
burning and with no diminish- 
ment, 

“Here at the University, I am 
well acquainted with a number 
of such veterans and correspond 
with numerous others throughout 
the country,” he writes. “By 
dint of struggle and study we 
shall, I hope, emerge from the 
‘ivy-clad halls of learning’ equip- 
ped to do our part for peace.” 


From the Files 


Mrs. Cath Layton, who served 
in the Women’s Auxiliary Army 
Corps in the First World War, 
writes, “Our billet lay on the 
direct route to the docks in Bou- 
logne, When I think of war I 
think of those mutilated lads and 
the agony they bore. I often 
think that is what Edith Cavell 
had in mind when she said ‘Pat- 
riotism is not enough.’ 

“Before people are led away 
with brass bands and parades of 
uniformed men and women urg- 
ing them to join up, they must 
know what war does mean. How 
they can look at what has hap- 
pened to Europe and its children 
and speak of the destruction of 
the next war is beyond contem- 
plation, What lies ahead for this 
present generation of youngsters 
growing up without education or 
proper food and clothing? What 
lies ahead for those youngsters 
of our own whose homes were 
broken by this last war?” 


Appeal Baited 
With Uniform 


From M G. Gudlaugson comes 
this: “Shortly before the war 
ended an airman returned to 
Canada and said we needed a few 
bombs on Canadian towns and 
cities to arouse Canadians to the 


horror of war. Agreed with that 
then, Agree with it now.” 


A. E. McKay, who served 
overseas six years with the Sea- 
forths, sends along a circular he 
had just received from the Irish 
Fusiliers looking for recruits and 
promising, among other things, 
a free uniform. The circular 
says: “In these difficult times it 
is every man’s duty to prepare 
himself for an advanced position 
in the regular army in the event 
of war!” 

“I could laugh at the ‘free uni- 
form’,” McKay writes, “but the 
whole implication sickens me.” 
(It sickens me, too, Mac.) 4 

E. H. C. writes the following 
deep conviction: 

“I served in one war, but by 
the time the last one broke out 
the memory of the filth and lice 
and danger was buried beneath 
a new upsurge of patriotism and 
I was glad, yes, proud when my 
eldest son sailed off to war. 

“He came home a year later, 
but sick and only to die after a 
protracted illness as a direct re- 
sult of his service. I watched this 
fine, brave boy die by inches and 
being around government hos- 
pitals I met many other young 
men who suffered shamefully. 
That cured me. I swore in my 
heart that I would never sub- 
scribe to another war” 

There are many more letters in 
a similar vein and I am sorry 
not to have the space to run 
them. It is important to use as 
many channels as we have avail- 
able to keep the true perspective 
on war because many loud voices 
threaten our sense of values.

present hazards for Edmonton's 
early mai] carriers. 

Many present-day built-up areas

New York financial 
circles attributed the decline to 
failure of Mr, Truman to ask for 
specific appropriations for any 
phase of re-armament.. 

Generally, too, it was believed 
that even should a full-fledged 
re-armament program be under- 
taken, wartime curbs, such as re- 
striction of profits, would be im- 
posed, 

Commodity markets, grains, cot- 
ton, ete.,, were irregular and on a 
downward trend, At Chicago wheat, 
corn and oats moved down as much 
as three cents a bushel while cot- 
ton at New York closed as much as 
$1.80 a bale lower, 


EUROPEAN RECOVERY 


Most obvious reasons given for 
the current imbalance and fluctua- 
tions were the domestic coa] and 
packinghouse strikes and the fact 
that several of the larger unions 
were in the midst of wage negotia- 
tions, 

On the international front the 
deteriorating relations between the 
big powers was the foremost cause 
for uncertainty, Observers, too, 
did not fail to note reports of sub-
